secs . his important event in our history has 
been almost forgotten by those who were on the 
Stage of life at the time the unfortunate affair oc- 
curred, while the poet generation know little, if 
anything in regard thereto.

THE KILLING. 

@n Surday, the 27th of February, 15.9, in the 
midst of President Buchanan's administration, 
Hon. Daniel E. Sickles, member of congress from 
the city of New York, shotand killed Philip Barton 
Kev, a brilliant dawyer and former district attorney 
of Washington. for aduliery with Mrs. Sickles. A 
that time the great rupture in the democratic party 
had not occurred, and did not seem very probable 
to occur. It looked fair sailing for another demo- 
etatic president, and there was a corresponding 
jealousy and intrigue to get the nomination tosuc- 
ceed Mr. Buchanan. Aimost everybody thought 
thatthe ‘“‘black republicans,"’ as they were then 
universally called in Washington, would nominate 
Mr, Seward, of New Yo: and there was not much 
discussion of that side of the case. 

No doubt this murder did have a tendency to 
widen the gap between the southern elementof the 
democracy and the northern or Dovglas element. 
It was putin the same category by a good many un- 
thinking persons with the assault on Sumuer, the 
shooting of an Irish waiter by a member of congress 
from California, the Brooks-Burlingame and the 
Pryor-Potter duels and such other things. 

Mr. Douglas was the idol of the Irish element of 
his party, which was all.powerful in the city of 
New York, which Mr. Sickles represented, Sickles 
at thistime, adhered to Buchanan. 

MR. SICKLES 

Was born in New York city in 1821, and was there- 
fore only thirty-eight years old when he shot Mr. 
Key. He was originally a printer at ihe case, but 
being ambitious and rather voluptuous, he took to 
polttics and the law, was admitted to the barat the 
age of twenty-two, and was in the state assembly at 
twenty-six. President Buchanan, while minister 
to England, made Mr, Sickles one of his secreta- 
ries: he was indeed the chief secretary of the Eng- 
lish Jegation for awhile, and as Mr. Buchanan re- 
turned to this country to be nominated for presi 
dentat Cincinnati, so Mr. Sickles was nominaied 
fer Congress, and made a dashing member, Ilis 
average constituents were well satisfied with him 
aud had just re-elected him when he killed Mr. 
kKey—to use his own language, ‘For aishonoring 
his bed.’’ His trial lasted twenty days. 

Mr. Key was the sonof the author of the “Star 
Spangled Banner,’ brancis Scott Key, a Maryland- 
er. who had spent much of his timein the District 
of Columbia, and held a high social, legal and 
politieal position. Tle elder Key was born in the 
upper part of Maryland, about Frederick, during 
the revolufonary war: was long district attorney 
at Washington, like hisson, and he died in Balti- 
more in 1843. Mr. Key aforesaid married Mary 
Taylor Lloyd in 1802, aud according toa record ! 
have before me had eleven children, of whom 
Philip Barton Key, born in 1818, was the eighth. 
He was, therefore, somewhat older than Mr. sick- 
ler. 

Philip Barton Key married in 1845. Elen Swan, 
of Baltimore city, and had five children. The fam- 
ily connection was very remarkable, as the Lloyds 
were among the oldest people in Maryland, de- 
scended from one of the earliest governors. 

(HE PERIOD. 

During the administration of Franklin Pierce 
there was considerable looseness in Washington po- 
litical society. Mr. Pierce himself was a rather yvo- 
Juptuous man with an invalid wife. He had been 
in the senate and in the Mexican war, and al 
though he had a fine address and looked distin- 

uished on public eecasions, he had his periods of 
indifference, physical wine moral. An 
old resident of Washington has 
said that Fillmere’s administration § closed 
the strictly respectable status ot things as they hud 
been in old days around the capital. The modern 
era had come in with its lobbies, jobs, the decay of 
old families and fortunes, and California develop- 
ment, gold, immigration, rowdy politics in the 
Cities and working a fermentat the centers of legis- 
lation. San Franciseo had been compelled to have 
its vigilance committecs and New York was swarim- 
ing with deported rowdies, prize fighters, ballot-box 
stuffers and outlaws, while Baltimore city has been 
in a reign of terrorier years, between the know- 
nothings, the firemen, the dropping of the tone of 
its young people, etc. Washingtor city was infested 
from both New York and Baltimore. The Wash- 
ington rowdy, the Irish rowdy, and the plug-ugly 
rowdy existed in modified formins at Washington, 
where there were know-nothing riots and a squalid 
imitation of the moral decline farther tothe north: 

It is significant that during that year of 1859 oc- 
curred, first, the Sickles-Key tragedy; next, the 
slaying of Senator Brodenck, in a duel with Judge 
Terry, and tinally the John Brown raid, all in the 
space of eight menths. rhe -country froin 
Various causes, had Os into habits of sensuality, ol 
sectional hate. and of viclence. 

bd PRELUDE, 

Mr. Sickles and Mr. Key were on the most famil- 
jar and agreeable terms, and their family connec- 
tions visited, Mr, Ker called Mr. Sickles **Dan,’’ 
aud the last words heis recorded to have uttered 
were, ‘Hallor Dan,’ or ‘“‘How are you, Dan’ 
when theother exclaimed, “You damued scoun- 
drel!’’ and began to fire. -Mr. Key had a fine ap- 
a and an insinwating address’ with ladies. 

fe plumed himsel! upon being a ladies’ man, and 
was on the look out for women anxious to be flat- 
tered and addressed. 

“Mr. Sickles had married a young woman in New 
York by the name of ‘Teresa Bagioli in the vear 
1833. )6er father was an Italian music teacher in 
the city of New York. Her mother greatly admired 
Mr. Sickles, and it is esid chose him to be her 
daughter's husband. The daughter was only 17 
whenshe married this husband of 32. When Mr. 
Sickles was seat to Londen as secretary of legation 
he took his wife with im, end she was much 
ndmired and was a fine especimen of the 
young Mital American woman. Ai the nomination 
of Buchanan, the Sickies luflience Was strongly 
castin hisfavor. Mr. Sickles’s residence in New 
York city was at the upper end of the island, among 
the villas-on the bauks of the Hudson river. At 

Vashington City he took the hense'on the presi- 
dent's symere, long occupied afterwards by 
Schuyler Colfax when speaker end vice-president, 
it Was then an old-fashioned tare story and garret 
house withiits side to the street anid door in the 
middie, with high steps, and with four 
chimneys on the root. At has since 
been alfere? into a sar of porcelain 
faced house, and it has had a varied and singular 
history. Uere Mr. Sickles, as am aggressive young 
member whose:father was reputed to be rich, and 
who was the most dashing rival ef Fernando Wood 
in the city ef New York, began te give dinner par- 
ties and receptions. 

His wife had a reception every Tucsday and a 
dinner every Thursday, with balls new aad 
then. His wife Was very kind and 
enugaging to ewerybody the emotional side of her 
nature rither too streng, and the atzentions of her 
‘husband’s friend. Mr. Key. were xoon naticed. 
While Mr. Sickles was attending to ce&cuses,.com- 
anittees, and the rapid run of masculine thingy. his 
wife was often seen walking, going to the theater, 
aarti =hob-nobbin iu the corners at pri 
Yate parties and balks with the tall, «c- 
commodating district _atttorney, Thete 
was she more said on this eubject because Mr. Key's 
wife had been dead severd years, and he had never 
married again. Before hismarriage he hed been 
@velebmited as a ‘ladies’ man,” and when he became 
a widower he was a ladies’ man again. For some 
time he paid attention to all the iadies, but finally 

ve his entire time te Mrs. Sickles. Some sew that 

r. Sickles noticed these attentions and exclaimed 
against them; others siy that he was not suflicient- 
iy attentive to his wife, and was too petulant when 
he came home from the concerns of politics.

entering a smal) brick house of two stories, which 
had been leased from a negroby Mr. Key. 

This house is still standing in Washington City, 
though the neighborhood arouhd it has very much 
altered, It is immediately in the rear of the grounds 
of the mansion recently occu pied by Mr. Evarts, sec- 
retary Of state, and within a block and a half of the 
Arlington hotel. The neighborhood is now excel- 
lent, but in those dats ofenpaved streets and scat- 
tering shanties, few ladies or gentlemen of credit 
walked in that vicinity. 

By passing through the green public square in 
which is the statue of Andrew Jackson, immedi- 
ately opposite Mr. Sickles’ honse, and emerging at 
the gate near the Arlington hotel, Mrs, Sickles 
could meet herloverin a walk of three or four 
minutes, and it was arranged that the door could 
be opened without knocking or ringing. A lady 
might call at a small two-story’. brick 
house of that kind two or three 
times without notice, but this lady had evidently 
been so frequently to the spot that people opposite 
drew their own conclusions, espeeially when they 
saw the handsome district attorney who wus unl- 
versally known throughout Washington, precede 
or follow her. It is Gne understanding that some 
negro person who was jealous of the person from 
whom thi¢ assignation house was rented sent the 
letter notifying Mr. Sickles which resulted in the 
murder. 

DETECTIVES ON IT. 

The very next morning aftera tempestuous night, 
Mr. Sickles sent a friend to identify the house and 
to watch it. The friend reported that the pecne 
in the neighborhood had seen a distinguished look- 
ing lady andthe well known Mr. Key frequently 
goingto thishouse. Suspicions had become in- 
evitable from the marked difierence between the 
character of the visitors and the common nature of 
the house and its former inmates. 

About one year before this discovery there had 
been charges of impropriety made against Mrs. 
Sickles and Mr. Key, buton investigating the ques- 
tion Mr. Sicklesexonerated his wife. 

The person who went tospy out the negro house 
is said tohave been a detective agent. The house 
wason Fifteenth street mear K. This person re- 
ported that the neighbors could identify Mrs. 
Sickles’s wearing apparel, or could tell who the 
lady was if they would only show her dresses. 

It was Saturday evening when Mr. Sickles, at his 
house on the President’s or Lafayette square, 
brought these proofs before his wife, and charged 
her with the ndultery. She was terribly frightened, 
and wrote down a statement or confession. This 
was produced on the trial. It was engraved in the 
illustrated papers, where it can now be found. 
Harper's Weekly made a great sensation by pub- 
lishingiton the front pege. Indeed, the Sickles 
tragedy, followed by the John Brown raid, made 
illustrated journalism in the United States. 

Having obtained his wife’s confession, Mr. 
Sickles sent, on Sunday morning, for a gallant 
friend and admirer of his, named Samuel Bbutter- 
worth. @ man of fine appearance and a sovial 
favorite. Mr. Sickles ynoertook to tell him the 
story of his disgrace, but broke down, and Butter- 
worth left the house fora few minutes, 

THE MURDER. 

As fate would have it, in that brief interval key 
walked up through the green square, where he 
could be seen from the windows of the Sickles 
house, and made the usual signal for*®his friend's 
wife tocome out and meet him. Although there is 
differing testimony as to what happened in the way 
of talk, there isno doubt that Sickles ran down one 
side of the president’s square to head off Key, 
whom he supposed to be going out 
ef the gate towards the assignation house, 
while Butterworth walked down the avenue side. 
Key had thestart, however, and instead of turning 
in that direction he came down the side of the 
square parallel with Mr. sickles’s street, passing on 
the way the celebrated club house afterwards noto- 
rious as the residence of sccretary Seward, wheu he 
was stabbed by the assassin Payne. As Key came 
out to the avenue corner of the square, on Sixteenth 
Street, Butterworth stopped him and asked several 
irrelevant questions. In the meantime sickles had 
eaught up, and as he approached Key, Butterworth 
bowed to the latter and walked up towards the club 
house. Key then turned toSicklesand greeted him 
anilectionately, and Sickles responded: “You 
dumned scoundrel, have dishonored 
house; you must " Butterworth se 
that Rey put his hand in his pocket, 
and that he caught Sickles by the collar of the coat, 
Atany rate Sickles Was immediately the agyressor, 
and took a pistol from his overcoat pocket and 
fired it into Key, who retreated up towards the 
club to the base of a large tree, the stump of 
which is still standing. Sickles followed up, firing. 
Key staggered against the tree, saying, according to 
Butterworth, “Don't shoot me.’’ Sickles had then 
fired twice. His lock next exploded a eap,and 
then he fired thé third time. rightinto Key's body, 
who had fallen on hisseatand elbow. Butterworth 
then wentup and took Sickles’s arm and walked 
him off. An opera glass fell on the street during 
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and gave to Sickles. From the club house into 
which Key’s body was taken, a signal at the Sickles 
residence could be read by the aid of the opera 
glass. The theory of the defense was that Mr. key 
used the opera glass toread Mrs. Sickles’s signuls 
across the sq rare. 

SICKLES IN JAIL. 

From the moment Sickles was arrested and taken 
to jail he showed signs of returning affection and 
pity for his wife, and his wedding ring, which he 
wid taken from her, he gave to herclergyman, with 
the understanding that his wife was threatening to 
take herown dife. This minister, Reverend Mr. 
Haley, became the negotiant ween Mr. Sickles 
in jail, and bis wife. 

mumediately on Key's death, 
Which took place on Tuesday, his friends made 
ready to prosecute Sickles, and as the criminal] 
court met on the following . Monday there was but 
little delay in the trial. Mrs. Sickles remained 
in the Colfax house, while her husband was in the 
old Washington jail, since removed, a battlemented 
brick building, in the rear of the squure, where 
Guiteau is now being tried. Mr. Forney said in 
his paper @f that date, thatt: e last time Mrs. Sick- 
les and Key went tothe negro house was on Wed- 
nesday, the 24d of February. both goingin the back 
way through aside alley. Thetsaine night a man 
mufiied in a shawl was seen watching the house, 
and he is said to have been the author of the anon- 
ymous letter He may have been some emmy of 
Key, Key paid for this house firty dollars a 
month. hey sometimes went to the house on horse- 
back, and hitched-in the neighborhood... A red rb- 
hung from an window in the 
rear was the _=§ signal i them 
that tne other wa in he 
Key had a bad name for licentiouness and wasa 
hard drinker. It was Key who prosecuted Herbert, 
the California cortigressiman, for killing the Jrish 
Waiter at Willard’s hotel and failed to convict him. 
Mr. Key’s residence Was in the eastern part of 
Washingten, in the same square where CWone) 
Benton wrote his “‘“Thirty Years’ View.’ At the 
funeral wes the venerable Mrs. Key, mother of the 
Victim. It was said thattwo of Mr. Key’s brothers 
had died violent deaths. 

THE TRIAI 

” The first night Mr. Sickies spent in jail he was 
bitten by Sedbugs, then universal in Washineton 
city. The next day the warden gave him his own 
room, which was moderntely respectable. On the 
10th of March Mrs. siekies and her mother left for 
New York «ity and occupied Mr. Sickles'’s country 
seat at Bloomingdaie; aiso having in their 
custody his littie child five or six fears 
old. Before leaving Washington this child Lagra 
Was taken 46-see her father ina carriage. 

The New Nerk Evening Post advucated the hang- 
ing of Mr. Rickles immediately with- the well 
Known political taleration of the late Brvant. 

Just afterthe murder, Mike Walsh, another New 
York congressman of the rowdy tvpe, became so 
much agitated that he was found dead iu an avea 
on Eighth avenue, with his watch, chain and déa- 
mond ring missiiz. 

Sickles’s friends pushed the case so as to get the 
advantage af the general public iceling in his fawor 
throughout the north and among plain people. Ed- 
Win M. Stanton was cickles’ counsel. Judge 
Crawford tried the case, an old ina» wih spectacles. 
Robert Ould, afterwards the -confederate commis 
sioner of exchange, was the districd attorney. 

Right in the midst of the trial Mr. Corcoran, the 
rich Washingien banker, gave his only child in 
marriage to George Eustis, member of congress from 
New Orleans, who was afterwards seized on board 
the Trent by Lieutenant Fairfax. 

THE LAWYERS. 

The trial of Sickles commenced April 4th, 1859, in 
the same building, and I think the same room 
were Guiteau is being tried. The district attorney 
was assisted by Mr. Canlisic, of Wasnington. John 
Graham, of New York, and James T. Brady, with 
three or four other assistants, among them Thomas 
Francis Meagher, defended sicxles. The judge com- 
pelled Sickles to pemain in the prisoner's dock, in- 
stead of sitting by dis counsel as Guiteaa does. Ae- 
cording to an old statute of the district of Columbia 
a juryman had to be worth eight hundred dollars. 
Mr. Ould was very severe on Siakles and 
said he wasa Walking magazine and that Key had 
carried nothing but an opera glass to fight with. 
He said the first shot had struck Key in the groin. 
4Jne wittress said that when Key was shot he called 
ent “Kili me,” 
ae ifin great pain. Key got behkiud the tree and 
Sickles kept pursuing bim,and tsvice the pistol 
snapped. The last shotstruck Keyin the abdo- 
men. Another witness said that Key called ngzr- 
der, and the third heard Sickles ask ‘Is the damned 

dead?’ The weapon wasa derringer. Tre 
physidan found ene wound on the left side bhe- 
tween the ribs, which entered the large lobe of the 
liver and broke arib. There was another wound 
two inches below the groin, passing entirely through 
the th avd coming ont = in the 
groove tween the buttock and the 
thigh. The prosecution tried to rule Butterworth 
off the stand on the ground that he was a confed- 
_@rate in the murder. One of Sickles’s counsel was

THE ANONYMOUS LETTER 
sent to Sickles said: ‘Dear Sir—With deep regret 
I enclose to your address these few lines, but an 
indispensable duty compels meso to do, seeing 
that you are greatly imposed upon. Thereisa 
fellow (I may say, for he is not a gentleman by any 
means) by the name of Philip Barton Key, and I 
believe the district attorney, who rents a house of a 
negro man by the name of John A. Gray, situated 
on Fifteenth street, between K. and L. streets, 
for no other purpose than to meet your 
wife, Mrs. Sickles, and he hangs a string out 
of the window as a signal to her that he is in, and: 
leayes the door unfastened and she walks in, and, 
sir, I do assure you, with these few hints, I leave 
the rest for you to imagine. Most respectfully, 
your friend, R. P.G.’’ The fae simile of Mrs. Sick- 
es’s confession is found in Harper's Weekly, April 
~3, 1859, but there appears to be seme omissions. It 
says: “I haye been in a house in Fifteenth strce 
with Mr. Key, how many times I don’t know. * 


|Here the confession said to be disgusting. | 

This I have written with my bed room door open 
and my maid and child in the adjoining room, 
eightand a half o’eclock ‘in the evening. Miss 
Ridgely is in the house within eall. 

TERESA BAGOILI.”’ 

Mr. Graham argued that the adulterer ought to 
be slain, and that at the time Sickles was not ac- 
countable for his acts. John B. Haskin testified 
that Sickles had labored to have Key reappointed 
district attorney. Jonah D. Hoover, Buchanan’s 
marshal of the District of Columbia, testified that 
he originally introduced Key to Sickles. Robert J. 
Walker testified that Sickles had paroxysms before 
and after the murder. Sickles burst out, sobbing 
in the court room during this testimony, and was 
accompanied to the jail by Emanuel B. Hart and 
Isaac Kell, of New York. 

I cannot, at this moment, put my hand upon the 
complete confession of Mrs. Sickles, if it was ever 
fully pubiished. She says: 

‘‘l commenced going to the negro house in the 
latter part of January; usually staid au hour or 
more; there wasa bed in the second story; I did 
what is usual fora wicked woman to do; the inti- 
macy commenced this winter whenl came from 
New York, in that house; an intimacy of an im- 
proper kind; have met half a dozen times or more 
at different hours of the day, on Mondays and 
Wednesdays; would arrange meetings when we 
met in the street and at parties; never would speak 
to him when Mr. eickles wasat home, because l 
kirew he did not like me to speak to him; did not 
see Mr. Key for some days after 1 got here; he then 
told me he had hired the house as a place where he 
and I could meet; I agreed to it; have walked 
there together, say four times: was there on Wed- 
nesday last between twoand three; I went there 
xlone; Laura, my daughter, was at Mrs. Hoover’s; 
Mr. Key took, and left her there atmy request; 
frem there I went to fifteenth street to meet Mr. 
Key; immediately after Mr. Key left Laura at Mrs. 
Hoover’s I met him in Fifteenth street; went in by 
the back gate.”’ 

SPARRING. 

A powerful and successful attempt was made to 
rule out this confession by Mr. Carlisie, who said: 
“Thereis one Class quite safe from insanity; the 
contimned adulterer, the open shameless profiigate, 
the man nurtured in Seotivale the man breathing 
all his iife the atmosphere of adultery and seduc- 
tion. If such there be then he is a man quite as 
certainly sufe from the visitation of insanity when 
his familiar plaything has turned and wounded 
him,’’ 

The Irish servant in the house testified that while 
Mr. Sickles was in the greatest auguish at his home 
He went through the park three times:t eleven 
o'clock, half past eleven and one o'clock, each 
time waving his- handkerchief several times. At 
the last waving Sickles made the rush which lost 
Key his life. Mr. Stanton charged Ould with hunt- 
ing down the prisoner to obtain his blood, Ould 
replied that Stanton was a disreputable ranter, a 
bully anda bruiser. Stanton replied to Ould, ‘‘l 
have not the honor of his acquaintance, and, after 
his language just uttered, do not desire it." The 
audience applauded. Stanton said the court was 
full of private prosecutors hired to get Sickles’s 
blood. ‘The judge allowed evidence of adultery to 
be introduced. John Thompson, Mr. Sickles coach- 
man, swore to witnessing an adultery by Key in 
Mr. Sickles’s house, with his wife. Felix McClusky, 
a New York polttician, swore that Sickles was in 
suchastate that hethought he would kill every man 
woman and child in his own house. At the iast 
point the district attorney offerred to admit Mrs. 
Sickles's confession, but the defense now declined 
it. The judge charged that if the murder was only 
committed under the belief that the prisoner’s wile 
wes se*need, it was murder stil, but i the prison- 
er was insane atthe time, it was not murder, Thé 
jury went out near two o'clock. 

The Reverend Dr Suiderland, future chaplain 
ef congress, shook hands with Sickles and hoped he 
would be acquitied. 

ACQUITTED, 

After a brief absence the jury found Mr. Sickles 
not guilty, and there wasa tremenudousscene in the 
court rool, everybody being apparently in favor of 
Sickles. Stanton yelled his thanks to the jury. 
Sickles’s friends kissed binn. The foreman of the 
jury said he hoped the laiest posterity would honor 
hismemory, from his having served on this jury. 
That night Sickles’s Goulsel were given a serenade 
at the National hotel. 

Not long after the acquittal Sickles’s friends were 
very much disgusted to hear that he 
had becn privately Visiting his wife. 
(pon this Mr. Butterworth cut his acquaintance 
aud never afterward spoke to him. Mr. Sickles, 
nevertheless, rejoined his wife and lived with her 
until his death, when he attended heri uneral at a 
prominent Catholic church in New York. He had 
meantime distinguished himself in the war and 
been nominated to various important positions. 
Mr. Sicklesis of Holland Dutch stock, which came 
to Long Island in colonial days. He went to a 
boarding school at Glenn’s Falls, and studied print- 
ing there, though his father was then well off. Sick- 
les’s father became richin New York reel estate, and 
retired to New Jersey. A family by the nume of 
DaPonte brought up Mr. Sickles after he ran away 
from his father’s house, and there music people 
visited, among them the Bagoilis. Sickles first saw 
his wife when she was four years old. He studied 
law with B. F. Butler, Van Buren’s attorney gen- 
eral, sickles wus a Tammany Hall header. Areh- 
bishop Hughes married S$ifkles and his wife. In 
London Sickies left the table of George Peabody, 
and sent him a challenge. 

FINIS, 

These are the main incidents in a great tragedy of 
twenty-two vears ago, which has nosequel. The 
war atforded Mr. Sickles an opportunity to reinstate 
himself in public history. 

Mr. Key’s name is seldom mentioned at Washing- 
ton. The oecurrence, bowever, exerted a salutary 
influence over the conduct of intrigues, if it did 
not puta stop to them altogether, and even at the 
present time it would be hard to find a man who 
would go and renta house in the middle of Wash- 
ington, and expose even an erring woman to that 
risk and publicity.

THE WAR ON BOGUS BUTTER MEN 
IN CHICAGO. 


APhysician’s Views on the Vile Stuff Bold Over the 
Countty-The Westean Wheat Prospect—The 
Hog-Killing Season in Louisville—The 
Storage ef Grain in Chicago. 


CnicaGo, December 14.—The war on bogus butter 
has not letup by any means, and the winter cam- 
paign against manufacturers and dealers who palm 
off the article forthe genuine product of the dairy 
promises to be a lively and interesting one. Pro 
fessor G, A, Mariner, the well known chemist, is 
just finishing a series of analyses of adulterated 
butter seld as the genuine article, and of oleomar- 
garine and butterine sold as butter, but without 
containing, as does the adulteration, a certain mix- 
ture of the real genuine article. In the course of a 
conversation to-day he gave the results of his in- 
vestigation im this particular: 

“Oleomargarine can be made,’’ said he, ‘‘so as 
not to be unwholesome, and yetI don’t think it 
could be made so as to be equal to pure butter in 
the matter of digestibility and general wholesome- 
ness. Oleomargarine is simply that portion of beef 
fat the melting part of which is the same as that of 
butter. Itis, of course, the purest and best part of 
beef fat, but I don’t consider it as easy of digestion 
as butter, If itis made with cleanliness and care, 
however, that may be the only difference. The 
offense, of course, consists in selling it for butter, 
when iftisn’t butter. As for butterine, it is no more 
unwholesome than raw hog’s lard, for it is 
nothing else. If people consider that wholesome, 
they are welcome to eatit; I don’t want to. The 
manufacturers boasted a good deal at one time 
that the stuff couldn’t be analyzed. There they 
made amistake. I am just now closing up an 
analysis of twenty-six samples obtained from man- 
ufacturers, Wholesale and retail dealers, boarding- 
houses, restaurants, etc., and the intention of the 
reputable butter dealers is to prosecuteall who are 
subject to prosecution as soon as the cases are 
thoroughlo worked up.’’ 

‘‘Has your investigation been directed to the dis- 
covery of vital germs’”’’

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


The Memphi« and Charlesten Read. 

CINCINNATI, December 17.—For some weeks there 
has been what partakes largely of a coming row be- 
tween the steck holders of the Memphis and Charles- 
ton road, running from. Memphis to Chattanooga, 
and k. W, Cole, in whose system the road is em- 
braced, and operated under lease by the Cole syn- 
dicate. The stockholders, it is said, have fire in 
their eyes, and they propose to break the lease, 
which they claim has been openly violated by Cole 
and his syndicate. The natureot the violation of 
the contract has not been positively stated, and 
upon what grounds the lease will be broken has 
not as yet been made prominent. 

The Atlantu and Charlotte Air Line, President 
Buford’s report shows, had a large increase in its 
gross carnivgs over the corresponding period of the 
previous year. The legal difficulties which at fi rs} 
arose With the Baltimore and Ohio company in re 
gard to th?s contract was satisfactorily adjusted 
and all controversy abandoned. 

The stockholders claim that a suit will soon be 
instituted for that purpose, but before the suit isin- 
stituted they first desire to makearrangements with 
some other syndicate to operate the road should 
they become successful in the proposed litigation. 

Overtures have been made, it is understood, to 
both the Louisville and Nasliville system, and the 
Erlanger, or Wolffe system, toembrace the road into 
either of theirsystems. If the lease can be broken 
itis not at all unlikely that such an agreement can 
be made. 

It wonid bea valuable ecquisition to the Wolffe 
system, thus giving the road un independent route 
from this city to Memphis, which would be of great 
value to the system. The Wolffe system hfs now, 
perhaps, as Many southern roads as they care to op- 
erate at present, at least, although it would bethe 
keeping with the enterprise of Wolffe and Seott to 
capture the Memphis and Charleston route, if pos- 
sible. Mr. Cole, however, claims that he has vio- 
lated no contract, and there is no way by which he 
can be deprived of the use of the coll until the ex- 
piration of the lease. The stockholders. of the road 
are naturally more desirous of putting the road in 
the hands of Wolffe and Scott than they are to place 
it with the Louisville and Nashville. Although 
either would be preferable, they favor the Coal sys- 
tem, assigning as their reason that by connecting it 
with a north and south line a greater revenue can 
be derived from the leasing of the road than to an 
cast and west system. 

From recent indications, itis safeto specniate 
that something will be done shortly in the nature 
of attempting to break the lease at any rate.

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THE FOUL PEST 


ARMS BARED AGAINST ITS BRAZEN 
ADVANCE, 


The Advancing Strides ot Asiatic Cholera From the 
East-The Small-Pox in the Infected Dis- 
tricte—Statistics of the Progress and Mor- 
tality—Preeautionary M asures. 


The country is much disquieted by the last news 
from Mecca. The cholera, which had almost dis- 
appeared from among the pilgrims, has suddenly 
leaped into dangerous activity. From eight a day 
the mortaliiy has risen to 50, and 150, and finally 
250 a day. The pilgrimage is over, and the pilgrims, 
70,000 in number, are already on their way to the 
sea, Whence they will disperse to all parts of the 
world. Six thousand of them are Egyptian, and 
there are thousands more whose destination is 
either Turkey, Asia Minor, Syria, or the African 
court. The quarantine authorities here, an inter- 
national body, at first thought it best to order the 
total repulsion of pilgrims from our coast. The 
impossibility of executing such a measure made 
them finally decide on the imposition of a series of 
quarantine periods on the eastern coast of the Red 
sea—fifteen days at the station El Wel, ten days at 
Ter, and finally, three days observation at Moses’s 
Wells, near Suez. The maintenance of a real quar- 
antine wild depend on the soldiers told off to form 
the various cordons, and people rather gluomily 
shake their heads and ask what authority exists 
in the country which can make the soldiers per- 
form a dull, disagreeable duty. However, 
there is a more cheerful side of the mat- 
ter. Those who know the country well have not 
much fear of any severe outbreak of cholera. In 
the first place, the winter is coming, and cholera 
has never come to Egypt save in spring or summer. 
It is sixteen years since it last visited us, and then 
itcame fora month in the heartof summer. The 
Nile was low; the country had suffered from a 
cattle plague that had slain eight hundred thou- 
sand head of cattle, whose bodies had been left 
unburied or been cast into the canals; the people 
were badly fed. Now the Nile is brimming, the 
weather is cool, the country is prosperous, the 
people are welboff, and the public health is excep- 
tionally good. The death-rate of Alexandria last 
week was considerably below that of London. 
It must also be mentioned that this recent increase 
in the death-rate at Mecca followed the day when 
all the pilgrims climb Mount Ararat and each slays 
his sheep in meqnory of the sacrifice. This would 
be done without any hygienic restrictions, the 
bodies would rot, and the air fora time would be 
charged with foul smells. But such a danger is 
only temporary. All things considered, there is 
not cause for great alarm. Twice before in the last 
ten years there has been a similar danger, and it 
has been each time averted. Such alarms must 
continue to recur until the pilgrimage itself is 
abolished.—Alexandria correspondence Loudon 
Times. 


The Small-Pox. 

St. Pau, Minn., December 17.—The actual sma}). 
pox cases in Granite Falls are now but eleven, and 
four physicians and a corps of competent nurses are 
caring for them, and preventing the spreadoi the 
contagion. The disease was brought by a Swedish 
woman, who went to a Swede hotel mueh fre- 
quented by farmers, and to aggravate the case # 
ball wasgiven at the hotel. Amony tliose present 
was Mr. Baxter, a cattle drover, who has since died 
of small-pox, and seyen members of his family have 
been stricken, of whom two will die, The 
hotel was quarantine, and these patients were 
gent to the pest house. All those afflicted have not 
been vaccinated. Im the country surrounding 
Granite Fall»; there are five cases at Hock Creek, 
nine on Stony river, and scattering cases to make 
a total of twenty-five. The woman vho introduc- 
ed the disease has disappeared, and all efforts 
to discover her whereabout have proved unavailing. 
Two new cases are reported at Hokah, Minn., and 
there have been two deaths from cases heretofore 
reported. 

Dvusveve, Iowa, December i7.—Small-pox, whieh 
was supposed to have been stamped out at Belle- 
vue, has again appeared in that town, Five new. 
cases developed on Saturday and Sunday, and two 
more since. One death has occurred. The most 
stringent measures are being adopted, and every 
house where the inmates have not been vaccinated 
has been quarantined, and guards placed about 
them. Nointereourse will be permitted with the 
rest of the inhabitants until they submit to the 
rule,

(SIRSTER, December 17.—The city board of health 
this morning issued an order requiring the vaccina- 
tion of all children and of all other persons who 
have not been vaccinated within the last ten years. 
They also require every scholar attending any of 
the schools to present a physician's certificate show- 
ing that they have been effectually vaccinated. 
Every scholar failing to comply with this order will 
be suspended from school

The plan of awards adopted by the International 
cotton exposition is practically the same as that 
adopted by the centennial, which is acknowledged 
to have been the most successful and satisfactory of 
auy exhibition, viz: the careful and critical exam- 
ination of all exhibits and a specific statement from 
an expert of the peculiar advantagas of each, and a 
certificate of those awarded as the highest, to be 
conferred upon successful exhibitors in all the de- 
partments.

In the matter 
of cleaning and ginning cotton, in- 
estimable progress has been made, while 
in baling a dozen pressex attest the interest the im- 
portance of this great industry inspires. Many of 
these presses are good, as being a long way in ad- 
vance of the old-fashioned and cumbersome screw, 
butit remained for our enterprising townsman, 
Colonel Lb. J. Wilson, to supply the great need of the 
planter and the factora cheap, simple, rapid and 
powerful cotton press, This invention we consider 
the greatest and productive of the most real good to 
the planter that the exposition has yet developed. 
_it was by a fortuitous accident yesterday we 
' found this press, occupying an obscure corner in 
{ rhe exposition grounds, and attracted by its pecu- 
liar gonsteuctioy revealing at & fiance its immense 

power 4nd rapidity of execution, we paused to 
study more minutely the philosophy of its con- 
struction and the history of its invention. We 
learned that it was not for want of a proper appre- 
ciation of the merits of the press it had been as- 
signed its obscure position, but from 
4 misunderstanding as to the time ot 
entry, in consequence of which it was not entered

savin the expense of compressing at the shipping 
points, : 

The advantages of a bale prdysed on the planta. 
tion is manifest to every practicat Joind, First, by 
reason of its density itis “picking’’ oy petty thief 
proof, it being alymoet impossible to tilch the cotton 
from the bale without a sample auger. Jts density 
also makes it more impervious to fire ang lessens 
the danger from this sorrce. 

It being half the size of the ordinary bale, less@nme 
the expense ia bugeingand ties. It also occupies 
but half the space in the warehouse, and thereby 
lessens that expense, In the same proportion more 
can be placed on the wagon when hauling from the 
gin. 
Butitisin the matter of ‘‘picking’' and stealing 
the producer ix subjected to the greatest loss, and 
to guard against this the press was first thought of. 
Colonel Wilson, in the course of his experience as 
a cotton merchant i: Savannah, was [mpressed 
with the enormous loss to the planter (for everys- 
thing that comes off the cotton is filched from the 
man who makes it, and net the buyer), and then 
ww the necessity of providing against it. He 
found that returns from Liverpool show a 
loss Of fifteen pounds per bale when a legitimate 
loss would not exceed two pounds, The difference 
of thirteen pounds was, of course. deducted from 
the producer, and in the aggregate of 5,000,000 bales 
would amount toa magnificent sum, Every man 
can appreciate the saving to be. made, and to make 
jt Colonel Wilson set hisinventive genius to work, 
and the Anaconda cotton press is the result. 

To appreciatg it yon only have to seeit. The in- 
terest of every Tuarmner in the south should prompt 
him to see it and scrutinize its pretentions. 

The great powerof the press is oniy equaled by 
‘its simplicity. So sitaple, in fact, is its operation 
that a boy can manipulate it. A brief sketch will 
suffice here. 

It is put in operation by moving a light wooden 
handle on the right, when as rapid as thought it 
opens its tremendous jaws, flinging backward its 
upper jaw, or rather upper platten, for it has two. 
The cotton is thrownin, when a reverse motion is 
given by touching another handle on the left, the 
ponderous platens closing on the cotton in the 
space ofa minute. It is again reversed, the platens 
opened, and the operation continued until a suf- 
ficient quantity is put in to make a bale, when the 
bagging is placed over the top and snother plunge 
finishes the bale.

The sermons contained in this handsome 
little volume were delivered by M. _ Ber- 
sier, a Reformed Presbyterian minister. It is 
seldom that one mects with a collection of ten ser- 
mons from which the spirit of meré doctrinal con- 
troversy has been so entirely eliminated. This fact 
undoubtedly adds to their interest, for the lack of 
intolerance is always an element of strength; but 
they contain something stronger still. Their piety 
is impressive because it is unaffected, and they are 
pervaded by an eloquence which, while wonder- 
fully simple, is both vivid and picturesque. In 
transplanting intoa strange tongue, with effective- 
ness, these briiliant specimens of pulpit eloquence, 
the art of the translator has here reached perfection. 
One forgets thata translation has been made, tor 
the voice of the preacher seems to vibrate in every 
sentence. Miss Marie Stewart, who has so happily 
sueceeded in overcoming the difficulties that beset a 
translator, evidently possesses literary abilities of 
the highest order, forsurely only a complete mas- 
tery of the English tongue could fitit so simply and 
so eloquently to the thoughts and utterances of the 
French preacher. 

AMERICAN MEN OF Letters. Washington Irving. 
By Charles Dudley Warner. Boston: Houghton, 
Miflin & Co. Atlanta: Lynch & Thornton. Price, 
$1.25. 

it is now several weeks since this initial 
volume of what promises to be a notable series was 
published, and the cultivated newspaper critics 
have had an opportunity to muster forth and put 
upon record their views and opinions. These views 
and opinions are necessarily hasty, but it isa little 
curious to find the critics, with one accord, an- 
nouncing that Mr. Warner's own tendencies in lit- 
erature are such as'to give him peculiar fitness for 
forming a just and an appreciative estimate of 
Irving. The inference is that Mr. Warner is the 
Irving of our own times. Indeed, this idea is some- 
thing more than an inference, for several para- 
graphic parallels have been drawn between the 
biographer and his subject. Possibly we are accus- 
tomed to view matters of this kind fron. the stand- 
point of a barbarian, but it seems to us there is no 
justification for the parallels and comparisons. Mr. 
Warner is peculianly fitted to deal with Irving be- 
eause he isa genuine and not a professional critic. 
He probably convinced himself that be had a vast 
and overpowering appreciation of Irving's writ- 


} ings, but the volume before us is a sturdy protest 


against any such conviction. We discover that Mr. 
Warner thoroughly appreciates what Irving might 
have done, but he is not so sure of what Irving has 
done. There is a continual conflict between Mr. 
Warner’s sentimentand his judgment, but in the 
end the latter takes full possession. The truth is— 
and Mr. Warner admits it in a delightfully round- 
about way—the writings of Irving lack vitality, 
vigor and originality. They are charming, and 
that is all, but thatis a great deal. It isso much, 
in fact, that it has won a place among the classics of 
English literature for matter that is without 
any symptom of intellectual greatness 
genius. The problems of humanity 
for a moment disturbed Irving's

The Wealth ef the South. 
St. Louis Republican, 

The report of the census bureau of the wealth 
per capita of the several sections of the country 
shows the south to be very far behind the others. 
The fact is neither new norstrange. The report 
shows that the average wealth per capita is $625.15 
in New England: $452.24 in the middle states ; $321.09 
in the west; $145.94 in the south, $5590.59 on the 
Pacifie slope. The south, therefore, contains a 
third of the populatien of the country and an 
eighth of its wealth. That section lost by the war 
in slaves, which had up to that date been property, 
probably $500 per capita. The loss in ether proper- 
ty, and depreciation of lands, was also 
considerable. Time has mended some 
ot this, butthere remains much to be done to put 
that section in the position of material prosperity 
to which its natural capability entitles it. The dis- 
parity even now is not what a cursory glance at the 
above figures seems to show. In estimating the 
wealth per capita of the southern states it is hardly 
correct to compute the negroes who own next to 
nothing. They are neither provident nor, acquisi- 
tive. Few of them own land. Very few own any- 
thing Which materially swells the aggregate of 
wealth. Subtracting the bulk of the negroes from 
the population and calculating tlie wealth per capita 
upon the reduced basis, the white poop e of the 
south will be found to have regained a positien 
close to those of the west.

There have beem published in several papers at a 
distance from Atlanta severa! telegrams from At- 
lanta reflecting upon the character of Mr. J. W. 
Ryckman, secretary of the cotton exposition. Mr. 


Kyckman announced his purpose through Tue 
CONSTITUTION a short time ago to bring suit for 
damages against the papers that published these 
dispatches. As these dispatches have been reiter- 
ated THe Constitution called on Mr. Ryckman 
yesterday and asked him what he had done in re- 
gard to the matter. Mr. Ryckman said: 

“I have arranged to prosecute the Globe Demo- 
cratof St. Louis, the Tribune of Chicagu, and the 
Times-Democrat gf New Orleans for libel. I shall 
comuneéence prosecution Monday against the even- 
ing paper published in this city. have 
been advised to this course by perfectly com- 
petent legal authority.’ 

“I wish to say to you,” said Mr. Ryckman, “and 
through you, to the public thata more outrageous 
series of assaults have never been made upon any 
man than these attacks upon me. They are without 
foundation to begin with, and upon my denying 
them the correspondents who sent them have in- 
steadof correcting them or seeking me for 
further information simply ‘ reiterated them. 
When the committee. by unanimous vote at # 
neirly full meeting, passed resolutions distinctly 
exonerating me from any charge and deprecating 
the publications that have been made, these 
correspondents, instead of accepting the ofticial 
resvlution of ,the committee, still reiterated 
their charges, F believe that all the reports that 
have gone out have gone from the same two corres- 
pondents who sent the first reports, and they have 
done me — incalculable damage throughout 
they whole country. I receive etters 
from friends in almost every state inquiring into 
the matter. I have to-day received a letter from my 
brother, wno states that the chargesare being used 
asa “‘slur’’ upon my father. There is nothing for 
me todo but to bring the papers represented by these 
men into court and force them to prove their 
charges or stand convicted of libel. This I shall 
do, if it takes my last cent of money I have on 
earth and the next ten years of my time.”’ 

“Was there no foundation for the report?’ 

“Not the slightest in truth. When [ went to 
Philadelphia a shorttime ago on private business 
some inember of the committee thought that I was 
neglecting my oifice. A committee was appointed 
to look into the matter. The committee reported 
that I was absent without leave and that in their 
opinion the minutes “had not been 
properly kept, and that I had = sub-let 
certain privileges that Nagle and Ryckman had 
bought by misrepresenting their true 
Value. Yhis report wassigned bv two members of 
the committee, the third decliniug to sign it. When 
it Wes submitted a member of the comnnittee asked 
that I beallowed to examine it. Mr. Kimball 
stated that I was absent from the city 
on his direct permission. Mr. VPeck, the 
member of the committee who wrote the 
report and Major Cummings examin- 
ed the minutes and Sstatei that they 
were properly kept and asked that the committee 
be discharged. Mr. Scottand Mr. Kinglesmith, the 
only parti®s to whom I+ sublet privileges; gave 
me letteis stating that I had dealt 
fairly and honorably with them and 
had misrepresented nothing. Upon these facts 
after full investigation, Major Cummings, the chair- 
man of the committee, making the report atthe 
first meeting thereafter, arcse and stated that the 
committee desired to withdraw its report. The 
report was withdrawn and the committee was 
discharged. After this when these  publica- 
tions had come ont, the comimittee without my so- 
licitation and without my knowledge, passed unan- 
imeusly the resolution cxhonorating me in the 
fullest terms from anything reflecting on my 
character as a gentleman. These facts are all 
of record and can be_ established and _ will 
be established. In the face of all this, 
which information these cerrespondents 
could get by applying to any member of the com- 
mittee they reiterate their charges and assert that 
on the close of the exposition developments of a 
scandalous character will he made concerning me."’ 

“What does the committee say of this?”’ 

“I refer these correspOndents or anybody 
who takes the slightest interest in the 
matter to Mr. Ss. M Inman, treasurer 
of the assination or to any member of the committee 
whatever or to ali of them. I should be glad 
to see the statement of every member’of that com 
mittee as to whether or not I have been guilty of 
anything scandalous, put in print to-day. They 
would sustain me without an exception.’”” 

“Why,’’ said Mr. Ryekman, “they have charged 
that LIhad overdrawn my aceount and was in debt 
tothe association. Without my solicitation Mr 8. 
M. Inman aruse in committee meeting at the last 
meeting, and stated.that as he had heard this, he 
felt it to be his duty to say that I pot only hag 
not overdrawn my account, but that the associa- 
tion owed mé six hundred dollars, and that my 
account had pever been overdrawn. It has been 
charged in cold print that I have received 
fiifty dollars entrance fees and only turned in 
twenty tive in «a mumber vf cases, when the truth 
is, not one dollar of an entry fee has ever passed 
through my hands in any manner or shape what- 
ever, or any other funds of the  ex- 
osition. i have never touched aie dol- 
ar belonging to the exposition except my regu- 
lar salary paid me by Mr. Inman since I haye been 
connected with it.’’ 

‘““T- have tried todo my duty,” said Mr. Ryeckman, 
turning again tohis desk, ‘‘by this exposition. I 
may have had my faults of mannerand of expression 
but it has been my earnest purpose to fill the office 
to which I was appointed honestly and fairly. I 
believe | have done this and [ repeetfully submit 
to all fair minded people that these assaults upon 
me are continued and made nmiore emphatic after 
the publhie is in possession of the facts as shown by 
the official and unanimous resolution exhoneorat- 
ing me from any charge whatever and after 
the committee made the report which 
even did not charge me with anything 4dis- 
honorable or scandalous has voluntarily with- 
drawn that report, and asked to be eee: I 
prefer to say nothing more about it a®present, but 
10 make my ease in the court house before a jury.’’ 

‘There is one thing thatis plain enough,” hecon- 
tinued, ‘The evrrespondent eharges that there 
will be scandalous exposures’ made regarding me 
after awhile. Now, if they assert this they must 
know what theexposures are. I defy them, or any 
uf them, to specify one single seandalous thing 
hat will be _ diselosed against me, or is 
ever alleged or hinted against me.

W. H. Woodhouse, the colored magistrate, was 
yesterday arraigned in the superior court on th~ 
charge of malpractice in office. It appears that on 
the 6th of March, 1880, Magistrate Woodhouse issued 
a certificate under the seal of his otfice to the effect 
that there was a warrant in his office against C. H, 
Monsees, charging him with a serious offense. This 
certificate was given because Mr.-Monsees was not 
satisfied with the simple receipt of Burke, which 
Monsees requested burke 
procure from Woodhouse, us justice 
of the peace, who he Was 
informed by Burke had issued the warrant in ques 
tion, showing that the case had been disposed of by 
him as justice of the peace. Weodhouse issued the 
certificate under the seal of his otlice, reciting that 
Mousees had been arrested on the said charge, and 
upon examination had been discharged, when, in 
fact, no such case had ever been befere his court, 
and the certificates was isued in aid of the extortion 
practiced by Burke upon Monsees. These facts were 
admitted by Woodhouse in his statementat the

magistrate. Lhe evidence was conclusive, and the 
jury returneda verdict of guilty.

Thatsuch conduct could not be too strongly con 
demned, and thatso flagranta violation of the law 
could be seracely too severely punished. That those 
who took upon themselve the powers and emolu 
mets of official position also accepted the duties 
and obligations aud thatthey were held toa strict 
eraceountability under the law than those who 
were content to remaiu in private stations,

The Christmas Trees. 
Ladies’ Floral Cabinet. 

All over this extensive country these trees 
are planted—not only in private homes, but 
also in Sunday-schools and day schools; and 
it would seem as if hardly any child could 
live so poorly that would not be the recipient 
of some longed for toy or sweetmeat. In the 
cities one can purchase these trees already 
planted in a bit of plank and 
rated or entirely filled with toys, and ready 
to be brilliantly lighted at any moment. Yet 
in the country, where one must contrive and 
save, and make many of the gifts of the tree, 


and bake many cakes which are covered with 
frosting and sugar plums, and drive out into 
the woods and select a tree, and cut it down 
and bring it home, there is quite as much fun 
in the preparation, and quite as much real 
satisfaction, asin the city. Several days be- 
fore Christmas it is weil to. bring home the 
tree, lest a deep snow should fall, and it 
might not be easily obtained, and all the chil- 
dren must help carry it home. Select one 
that has 4 regular cone from base to summit, 
and isof the proper height for your parlor, and 
lop off any branches that may interfere with 
its beauty ; and while selecting the tree you can 
also gather quantities of running pine, coral 
pine, and prince’s pine wherewith to make 
garlands and crowns, and wreathes for adorn- 
ing the halls, parlors, and dining-room. Also 
bring home large branches of laurels and 
clusters of swamp elderberries and boughs of 
bitter sweet berries. Plant your tree in a 
washtub, filled in with brickbats or a hodful of 
hard coal, or anything that is heavy and will 
ee it in place—flatirons will-do if there is 
nothing else at hand—and cover over the tub 
with a gaily striped afghan, or a fur robe, ora 
flag, and upon this base many of the larger 
articles, such as books, desks, etc., can be ar- 
ranged. 

Those of our readers who are the fortunate 
possessors of a long purse can purchase at the 
fancy stores every imaginable device for dec- 
orating most artistically and beautifully— 
such as silver doves or stuffed doves, colored 
glass balls, tlags of every kind, gilded stars, 
tiny loeking-glasses that, if suspended behind 
the candles, will reflect their light and make 
it twice as bright, bells, woolly lambs, and 
bonbons of every description; while in the 
toy shops are whole regiments of dolls, from 
the most elegant Parisian belles tothe knitted 
sailor boy for the little baby, and vast 
caravans of animals, and Noah’s arks, and 
toys that surpass description. But in 


thousands of village homes _ these 
articles are not obtainable, yet the chil- 
dren can manufacture many beautiful deco- 
rations for the Christmas tree, in which they 
will take quite as much pleasure as if they 
were from the fancy shops of the city. With 
a few sheets of gilt, blue, scarlet and silver 
paper cut into tiny strips four inches in 
length and halfan inch in width, you can 
make long chains to entwine from bough to 
bough of the tree. Witha bottle of mucilage 
paste the two ends of the strips together un- 
tilLhalf of them are made into rings; then 
make up some more by slipping ‘one end 
ihrough two rings and joining them together, 
Let the three rings become dry, and join them 
into long garlands. Suspend around the outer 
branches of the tree from top to bottom. 
Twenty yards will be needed to trim a large 
tree, tweive for a small one, These paper 
chains when once rade can be kept for years 
if carefully handled. Parch a large pan of 
popcorn and string them into chains with a 
needle and white thread. Entwine them 
also about the branches, and after the 
presents are distributed break up the chaiys 
into necklaces and throw around the necks of 
all the guests. If you possess a broken look- 
ing glass, carry it to a glazier and and have it 
cut into bits three inches by two, Pastea 
bit of brown paper over the back of the glass, 
and bind the edges with strips of gilt or’scar- 
letand blue papers, and paste a bit of ribbon 
or paper at the top to suspend them 
from the boughs. You cannot have 
too many tiny mirrors. Purchase a pound 
or two ot English walnuts and eut them into 
halves and take out the meats. Save them to 
put into the middle of each small frosted 
cake. Purchase also a pound of sugared car- 
aways, and fill half of one of the nutshells 
with them, and paste on the other half. Use 
common glue or gum-tragacanth for paste. 
[Insert a bit of narrow ribbon in any color at 
the topof the nut. Cut a small round of 
gilt paper and cover it with paste, and wrap 
it carefully about the nut, letting the folds 
of it lie evenly about the bit of ribbon. 
Make as many as you can of these, for they 
are the prettiest of rattle-Loxes} and every- 
body likes to Possess wuch a ,trophy. Lit- 
tle Jace bags made of bobbinet lace ‘or wash 
illusion, by running them together with scar- 
let, hlue, word..guld ¢colered. werteds, and 
using a bitof it fora stringto draw then to- 
gether,are alsojvery pretty,and desirable when 
tilled with nuts, raisins. aad sugar plums for 
the children. Small apples closely stuck 
with cloves are also nice to perfume bureau 
drawers, and a dozen or more will not come 
amiss upon this mest wonderful tree. A 
Christ child or angel, made by dressing a doll 
in lace and silyered wings, is very decorative 
when fastened to the topmost bough of the 
tree. Small candles can have a bit of wire 
thrust through the lower end by heating it, 
and then fasten it securely to the boughs of 
the tree. Apples and oranges can also be sus- 
pended with thread wire, Cut rings of card- 
_board and slip over the candles, and they will 
catch their drippings. 
Training for Courtship. 
Philadelphia Bulletin, 

Mr Loring Moody, of the institute of he- 
redity, in New York, is engaged in a yery in- 
teresting work. Heis trying to establisha 
school in which boys and girls are to be in- 
structed how to choose their mates. The mo- 
tives of Moody no doubt are of a highly phi- 
lanthopie nature. It isan incontestable fact 
that millions of people marry unwisely, It 
might not be anexgageration to assert that the 
majority of marriagesare nothappy. A lover of 
his species might, therefore, not unnaturally 
desire to bring about a different condition of 
things and to supply to young men and maid- 
ens that kind of information which will ena- 
ble them always to select the partners that 
are most apt and fit and felicitous. But there 
are very grave doubts indeed, whether so be- 
nevolent an. inteution be fulfilled in 
practice or whether, if men and women 
should acquire proper discernment, they would 
not still choose in accordance with their feel- 
ings rather than in response to the demands 
of their wits. Philosophers, we believe, differ 
in their opinions of the question whether love 
is a passion that can be controlled; but young 
people who are in love are Unanimous in as- 
serting that itcannot be. There is unreason- 
able certainty that a female graduate of 
Moody’s academy, upon encountering a youth 
who should excite a tender passion in her 
bosom, would aceept him if. he offered him- 
self, without subjecting him to any of 
Moody's infallible tests, The cases are inuin- 
erable where young women of good sense have 
persisted, against the remonstrances of par- 
ents and friends, in marying men of notori- 
ously bad habits,and of whom any glimmer of 
intelligence could predict that they make the 
worst kind of husbands. Moody's academy 
will hardly be able to drill this propensity out 
of women, nor can it be expected toovercome 
the strenght of the inducements which wealth 
offera annually to tens of thousands of men 
and women to sacrifice themselves to unwor- 
thy partners. : 

Moody, we suppose, insists upon physical 
perfection as an essential in one who shall be 
chosen under his system; but there are diffi- 
culties here, also. Beauty is desirable in a 
married pair, for many reasons, but largely 
because itis apt to be transmitted to off- 
spring. But the vast majority of men and 
women are not beautiful. In fact, only the 
few are resonably good looking. What would 
Moody do with the homely folks? Condemn 
them to celibacy? He might as well try to stop 
the ebb and flow of the. tides. Im fact, it is 
not desirable that they should neglect to mar- 
ry, even if we should take the matter solely 
upon the ground of appearances. Plain peo- 
ple do, sometimes, have pretty children; and 
after all prettiness, desirable as it is, is not 
the best thing. A man with @ countenance 
which would disgrace an old-fashioned brass 
door-knocker may have an angelic character 
and do brave and valiant service for his race. 
The best men,sometimes,have been the home- 
liest.

Moreover, a young woman who 
should start eut upon a busband-hunt with 
instructionsfrom Moody not to take any but

‘Is suicide common among animals?’ 

“Tt is not uncommon,” was the sake 
“Here is an animal called the Synapta—a 
bolothurian that acts very strangely when de- 
prived of food, gradually committing suicide. 
It is an unsightly object in the alcoholic bath, 
but so delicate a creature when alive that 
Quatrefarges refers to it as a ‘cylinder of rose- 

colored crystal, as much as eighteen inches long 
aa more than an inch in diame ster, traverse d 
in all its length by five narrow ribbons of 
white silk, and its head surmounted by a liv: 
ing flower, whose twelve tentacles of purest 
white fall behind in a graceful curve. In the 
center of these tissues, which rival in their 
delicacy the most refined products of the 
loom, imagine an intestine of the thinnest 
gauze, gorged from one end to the other with 
coarse grains of granite, the rugged points 
and sharp @dges af which are perfec tly per- 
ce ptible to the naked eye. | ke ‘pt 
one of these beautiful creatures’ in 
an aquarium once where there was 
neither sand nor food forit. In three weeks 
{ noticed a curious indentation or circle form- 
ing around the animal. It grew deeper, and 
in a day or so it became detached, evidently 
amputated by muscular contraction. A week 
later another ring appeared, and the operation 
was repeated until finally the animal had 
thrown off so many pieces that all that re- 
mained alive was an oval masssurmounted by 
the tentacles of the mouth and looked more 
like asea anemone thana seacucumber. It 
had found that the water did not contain food 
enough to supply so large a body, so retrenc of 
ment became necessary, and the demand w: 
diminished by this spontaneous avatasion: 
which was kept up until the animal had sac- 
rificed its entire body to save its head, which 
finally also succumbed... The effect of depri- 
vation of food in different animals is often 
accompanied with results quite as startling 
as suicide, affecting their vital functions in 
various Ways. If you starve a full-grown 
hydroid thedusa, it will change en- 
tirely in time, and eventually assume the 
polyp form, which is the larva form of the 
species. Among the highest forms of me- 
dusw, want of nourishment tends to retard 
their increase, decreasing the number of 
young. Mr. F. Gentry, of Philadelphia, has 
shown that when kept on short rations, the 
larva of a moth loses its habit of spinning a 
cocoon, that tt generally does before taking 
the pupa shape. It affects their size, also both 
pupa and moth DSeing much smaller, Among 
another class of animals certain kinds of food 
merely affect their color. As an example, the 
green feathers of the Brazilian parrot (Chryso- 
tis festiva) can be changed to yellow or red by 
feeding the bird on the -fat of certain fishes 
related to our shad. The magnificent Indian 
bird Lori Rapah preserves its coloring by its 
food. Bulfinches have been made to assume a 
black hue when fed on hempseed, and the 
rich orange-colored canary that is now so 
much in demand, is said to owe its color en- 
tirely to the Spanish pepper, the bird being 
the common canary. Many butterflies, and 
especially those of the renus K vuprepia, “s- 
sume anabnormal coloring when fed with 
leaves they are not anceeeaneal to. The em- 
inent Knglish surgeor Dr. Hunter starved a 
sea gull, and thus forced it to eat grain; and 
after a year the stomach was examined, and 
found not soft, as it should be as adapted Lo 
fish diet, but so completely hardened that it 
looked and felt almost exactly like the horny 
gizzard ot a& pigeon.”’ 

‘Wasn't that rather a cruel experiment?” 

‘Nature does the same thing,’ was the re- 
ply. 

“In the Shetland isldnds the stomach of the 
herring gull, according to Dr. Edmonstone 
changes twice a year. in the summer it i 
adapted to grain, and in the winter to a fish 
diet. In other words, during half of the year 
it has the organs of a grain eater, and in the 
other half those of a bird of prey. The same 
can be said of the raven and of certain owls. 

“Many animals will commit suicide to re- 
lieve themselves from great pain. Snakes 
will lacerate themselves when suffering from 
intense heat. I have observed spiders do the 
same, biting at their legs and available parts 
with snicidal intent. Place a ring of fire 
around a scorpion, and it will invariably de- 
stroy itself rather than suffer the torture of 
heat. and [| have often seen ants tear their 
own legs and try to destroy themselves when 
exposed to deadly heat. Dogs have been 
noticed from various causes to make desper- 
ate attempts. to drown themselves, hold- 

their heads under water until the desired 

release was obtained. A case came under my 
notice of a dog, that was very muich attached 
to its master, refusing all food after the mas- 
ters death, and actually starving itself to 
death, being found weeks sherward lifeless 
on its master’s grave; and yet we say theLower 
' animals are devoid of intelligence. If the 
truth were known they have the same affec- 
tions and feeling, differing only in 
from ourown. (m questioning an old farm- 
er in the Adirondack pgp! sunimer if 
he knew-of any cases of mah waecuie, he 
referred me to the Bible, nye oy tap of the 
swine that rushed down into the sea and 
weredrowned. He said * swine pre- 
- feted death to evil spirits, and so committed 
‘ ‘ 


; hifting up a bunch found this tellow. 
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suicide. But this interpretation won't be 
found in the revised edition. He told me 
that severa) of Kis hogs, in trying to swim 
across alarge pond, evidently gave out in 
the middie, and before he could get 
to them they had killed them- 
selyes. Their throats were cat, evidently 
by theig fore feet, au t idea was that they 
began to give out and had cut their throats, 
but this was evidently only acctdental. T4€ir 
increased struggles had caused the wounds, 
deep, and five orsix inches long. But among 
thestar fishes suicide or attempted self-destruc- 
tion seems to be a favorite method of avoiding 
enemies ayd escaping pain. There is ong,’ 
holding up a round object about four inches 
in diameter, “that I caught on the reef about 
sixty miles from Havana. I was wading along 
among the coral, dragging my boat, and in 
It was 
more than two feet in diameter, and the arms, 
five in number at the base, branched off into 
thousands of bifurcating points and tendrils 
that were entangled about the coral like so 
many snakes. It was @he asterophyton, com- 
monly called a basket fish, from its resem- 
blance to one when the myriads of arms are 
coiled up. It dropped gut of the coral, and 
as I picked the squirming mass up it com- 
menced a fragmental process of suicide that 
was decidedly astonishing. I had 
to partly dive to it, and as I raised it up, a 
perfect shower of limbs fell off, twisting and 
coiling down on to my feet, and by the time 
I had it at the surface its beauty was 
shorn, as it had thrown off every arm, and 
appeared, as you see,a simple oval. Prof. 
Forbes of London had an equally curious ex- 
perience with a star suicide, the Luidia fragil- 
lissima. He says: The first time I took one 
of these creatures I succeeded in placing it 
entire in my boat. Not having seen one be- 
fore, and being ignorant of its suicidal pow- 
ers, I spread it out on a rowing bench, the 
better to admire its form and colors. On at- 
tempting to remove it for preservation, to my 
horror and disappointment I found only an 
assemblage of detached members, The next 
time I went to the same spot to dredge I 
determined not to be cheated out of my 
specimen a second time. I carried with 
mea bucket of fresh water, for which the 
star fishes evince a great antipathy. AsI 
hoped, a Luidiasoon came up in the dredge— 
amost gorgeous specimen. As the animal 
does not generally break up until it is raised 
to the spriace of the sea, I carefully and anx- 
iously plunged my bucket to a level with the 
dredge’s mouth, and softly introduced the 
Ludia into the fresh water. Whether the 
water was too cold forit or the sight of the 
bucket too terriffic I do not know. but ina 
moment it began to dissolve its corporation, 
and I saw its limbs escaping through every 
mesh in the net. In my despair I seized the 
largest piece and brought up the extremity 
of an arm with its terminal eye, the spinous 
eyelid of which opened and closed with some- 
thing exceedingly like a wink of derision.”’ 

In fact, so determined are these fellows in 
their self-destruction that hardly a cabinet 
contains a good specimen of this or the other. 
The only way to obtain them is to kill them 
under water by electricity before they havea 
chance to break u Many: crabs when 
touched throw off their claws and legs, pre- 
ferring that to being captured. A snailcalled 
the Helacurila, found in the island of Luzon, 
has the faculty of throwing off its tail when 
caught by it. And so quickly does it jump 
away from the retained portion that 
tors have difficulty in capturing it. In some 
cases the snails died after the loss. The 
called glass snake might be mentioned asa 
suicide, as they break up at very slight provo- 
cation, 

‘Here is a case of accidental suicide,’’ hold- 
ing upaspear of dry hay. On it, pierced 
through, was a large green grasshopper. It 
had jumped into the air with a rec kle 88 
spring, coming down head first on the lan: 
like spear of grass, that had entered its wires 
where it joins the he ‘ad, and held it aloft asa 
grim warning tothe rest.

Professor Owen in an article lately published, 
questions whether man ever received a third 
set of teeth. He ascribes alleged cases to the 
reappearance of old and worn stumps in eon- 
sequence of the shrinkage and absorption of 

the jaws. 

A Florentine chemist has invented a meth- 
od of preserving the dead: perpetually, and 
claims that by it the bodies of relatives and 
friends can be utilized after death for orna- 
mental purposes. Just how, he don’t ex- 
lain; perhaps he would have them stand out 
in the yard as statuary. 

The commission appointed by the govern- 
ment of South Australia to inquire into the 
matter of the sparrow nuisances have sent in 
a report. They recommend that the spar- 
rows, Who have multiplied extensively, 
should be destroyed, and that rewards be of- 
fered for the heads and eggs of the birds. 

We can’t help entertainining a severe re- 
spect for that science which cun instantane- 
ously photograph a flying horse, but forces a 
man to sit for four eternal minutes in front of 
a camera, his head braced into a pitchfolk, 
and his nerveless eyes staring relentlessly out 
into the fathomiless realms ot the undefinable 
—Rockland Courier. 

Experiment: were conducted a 
two ago in Chesterfield, England, with the 
view of ascertainit Py how the people would 
like thesubstitution of the electric light for 
gas to illuminate the -streets. The Brush 
system wa one tested, and the corpora- 
tion of Chesterficid are so well satisfied with 
it that they will probably adopt it. 

The men who have developed the proper- 
ties of electric lightning are those who have 
worked at the perfecting of the steam engine 
of a motor ioy the dvynamo-machine, who 
have improved the dynamo and magneto ma- 
chines, so that the current is more economni- 
cally generated, who have experimented in 
every direction, and added minor improve- 
ment afterimprovement to the are and in- 
candescent lamps—these are the men who 
made electric lightning not only practicable, 
but the light of the immediate tuture. 

At the late meeting of the lron and Steel 
institute, England, Dr. Siemens showed how 
steel could be economically melted by the 
electric are. An ordinary plumbago crucible 
is placed in a metallic jacket, or case, and the 
intervening space is filled up with charcoal 
or some other bad conductor of heat 
Through the bottom of the cruc ble a rod of 
platinum or dense carbon passes. <A hole in 
the cover of the crucible admits the negative 
electrode, which is suspended at one end of a 
beam by means of a strip of copper. The 
other end of the beam is attached to a hollow 
cylinder of soft iron, free to move up and 
down in a coil of wire, one end of which is 
connected with the positive and the other 
with the negative pole of the arc. Five 
pounds of steel were melted in twenty-five 
minutes, 

The ordinary range and ceok stove, in 
which the fire-box is piaced at the side of the 
oven, or inwhich the products of combustion 
pass over the top, have the disadvantage of 
un irregularly heated oven. The sides and top 
are hotter than the bottom and ends or other 
side, and, as a result, the bread or other food 
is improperly cooked—perha ss burned at the 
top while badly done at the bokton. To cor- 
rect this defect in ovens a simple appliance 
has been devised for causing the air in the 
oven to circulate, and thus carry the heat ob- 
tained by radiation to all parts of the oven. 
A sheet of metal bent into the form of the 
top and one side of the oven is supported on 
wire standards and piaced in the oven. In 
the narrow space between the sheet- metal 
and the hot side and top of the oven, the air 
is heated more than in the main body of the 
oven, and by expansion it rises and moves 
over the top of the oven, toward the cooler 
walls. The arrangement, simple as it is, ap- 
pears to be founded on a good idea, and is re- 
ported to work well in practice. The appa- 
ratus eXumined was ]x le, and is designed 
to be put in the oven by the cook whenever 
an even heat is mecded.
